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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


The Restraining Court 


Ohio State’s Racing Commission has 
heen restrained from passing on the case 
of Henry Green by order of the Second 
District Court of Appeals. 

Counsel for Green has secured this 
order. The commission, answer 
before November 13. must show why a 
writ of prohibition should not be issued 
to prevent action against Green. 

Counsel for Green argued that there 
was nothing in the racing law to permit 
the commission to rule off anyone. He 
quoted the State’s Administrative Pro- 
cedure Act: “No adjudication order of 
any agency shall be valid unless said 
agency is specifically authorized by law 
to make such order.” 

Zoltan Gombos. chairman of the com- 
mission, expressed concern over the court 
action, stating that if there is no legal 
basis for suspending Green or ruling him 
off, there is no legal basis for any sus- 
pension or fine in Ohio racing. 

Green’s case was continued, pending 
Appellate Court action. He had answered 
on October 10 a citation by the commis- 
sion to show why he should not be ruled 
off for denying to mutuel inspector Jack 
Carmody access to daily-double calcula- 
tions at the Hamilton, Ohio. race meeting.

Death at Cahokia Downs 


A 17-year-old apprentice rider was 
killed in a fall at Cahokia Downs on 
October 29, the final night of charity 
racing at the East St. Louis. IIl.. race 
track. He was Lester W. Brokaw. of 
Granite City. Ill. who had begun riding 
last summer under contract to Frank 
G. Orr. 

His mount stumbled on the backstretch 
of the second race, threw the young rider, 
then fell on him. Brokaw was dead on 
arrival at the St. Mary Hospital. 

When news of the rider’s death reached 
the track, other jockeys refused to ride 
out the program because of the “poor 
condition of the racing strip.” R. W. 
Choisser, steward representing the Illinois 
Racing Board, called off the remaining 7 
races, 


Fifth Money at Gulfstream 


Beginning in 1955, Gulfstream Park 
will pay fifth money. 

Said James Donn, president of the 
track: “With approximately 3.200 horses 
in the Greater Miami area, it becomes in- 
creasingly difficult for horsemen to make 
both ends meet during the course of the 
winter, By shading first and second money 
a bit, and allotting this sum to the fifth 


more owners will share in Gulf- 
stream Park’s distribution .. . Any horse 
finishing in fifth position will pay his 
expenses for at least a week. and_ this 
can be a big help in the final tabulation.” 

Another good feature of fifth money. 
said Donn, is that it would encourage 
jockeys to “ride their mounts to the limit. 
even though they apparently have little 
chance to finish in the three payoff 
positions.”

New England Breeders Meet 


The fall meeting of the New England 
Thoroughbred Breeders and Owners As- 
sociation was held Monday night. October 
25. at Mede’s Log Cabin. Revere, Mass. 

Max White. president of the local divi- 
sion of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, reported that the 
HBPA’ would propose a ruling for New 
England tracks which would bar horses 
4 years old and older which had run 8 
times for 2 successive years without plac- 
ing in the money. 

Bill LaRue. manager of the Dario Farm 
in Rhode Island. said that Lincoln Downs 
would schedule a $15.000 race for New 
England 2-year-olds in 1956 and a $25.000 
race for New England 3-year-olds in 1957. 

President Joseph L. Ayotte announced 
that Lou Smith, president of Rockingham 
Park. had agreed to increase the value of 
the New England Futurity to $15.000 in 
1957. 


Change in Closing Dates 


Belmont Park this week announced 
later closing dates for 2 of its spring 
stakes—the Belmont Stakes the 
Coaching Club American Oaks. 

Instead of closing on January 15. both 
events will accept nominations through 
February 15. The Futurity, Matron. and 
filly and colt divisions of the National 
Stallion Stakes will continue to close on 
January 15. 


Improvements at Aqueduct 


The Queens County Jockey Club is con- 
sidering enlargement of the jockeys’ room 
and construction of an outdoor walking 
ring at Aqueduct race track. 

Plans for the jockeys’ room include a 
Turkish bath. steam heat. a dry-heat 
room. additional shower and toilet facili- 
ties. and an enlarged massage room. 

The walking ring probably will be con- 
structed between the administration build- 
ing and the paddock. Saddling would 
take place in the shed. and the horses 
then would be led to the walking ring 
where the public would be given a look.

‘Heliopolis to Be Top Sire; 
Has Lead of $300,000 


Racing of October 30 virtually decided 
the 1954 sire champion. After Summer 
Tan, Parlo, and Gala Fete had recorded 
victories in the Garden State Stakes, 
Firenze Handicap, and Falls City Handicap 
respectively, *Heliopolis was almost $300.- 
000 ahead of his nearest rival, *Alibhai. 
Total first money through October 30: 
*Heliopolis $955,045, *Alibhai $661,427. 
*Heliopolis is second to *Nasrullah on 
the 2-year-old sire list. 

Son of Hyperion and the good stakes 
winner Drift, by Swynford, *Heliopolis 
was bred in England in 1936 by Lord 
Derby. in whose colors he raced. At 2 he 
won the Imperial Produce Stakes. was 
second in the Prince of Wales’ Plate. 
The next year he won the Chester Vase. 
Princess of Wales’ and Gratwicke Produce 
Stakes. and finished third in the Derby. 
He was ranked fourth in the 3-year-old 
Free Handicap. In 4 later races (one in 
the US. at 5) he failed to win. 

Brought to Coldstream Stud in 1940 
after his purchase by the late C. B. 
Shaffer, *Heliopolis has ranked among

the 20 leading sires each year since 1946. 
He led the list in 1950, when his offspring 
earned $852,292 His best previous year, 
however, was in 1947, when he finished 
second to Bull Lea with a total of $947,- 
632. He had sired 13 $100.000 winners 
through October 30, 1954. 

This year *Heliopolis is represented by 
8 stakes winners: High Gun, Helioscope, 
Summer Tan, Parlo, Gay Grecque, Red 
Hannigan. Clear Dawn, and Gala Fete. 
High Gun and Helioscope are leading 3- 
year-old colts, Summer Tan is one of the 
best 2-year-old colts, and Parlo appears 
to be the best 3-year-old filly in the East. 

*Heliopolis still stands at Coldstream 
Stud, although his ownership changed

Reno Renfrew, owner of one of the 
most attractive farms in Bourbon County, 
Kentucky. for several years has been a 
breeder of pedigreed cattle.

A few weeks ago he made up 
his mind and began laying his plans for 
buying a strong band of broodmares. In 
October he made his first purchase. He 
bought privately, from trainer J. W. Bur- 
ton, of Lancaster, Ky., the 12-year-old 
Miss Zibby. in foal to Charlie McAdam.

After the death of Russell A. Firestone 
his widow. fearful that she “didn’t know 
enough about breeding,” disposed of the 5 
broodmares in the estate, at the 1952 
Keeneland fall sales. Lowest price in the 
consignment was the $400 William Talbot, 
of Paris, Ky.. paid for Miss Zibby. The 
mare has changed hands several times 
since then.

“Masaka, Sans Foal, Brings $105,000 


Aga Khan’s 20 Mares Sell for $539,100; 
Miss Sears Tries for Top 4, Gets 2 


In the crowd at the Keeneland sales 
pavilion the night of November 1 were 
VIP’s from all over. Among the many. 
Secretary of the Treasury George M. 
Humphrey sat with Harrie B. Scott, 
Elizabeth Graham with Leslie Combs II. 
John Galbreath with Olin Gentry. C. 
Mahlon Kline with Morris H. Dixon Jr.. 
Mrs. Ann Peppers with her new farm 
manager Dave Pollock. big Joe W. Brown 
with little Jack Howard, John W. Hanes 
with Mrs. John Wesley Marr. 

In the front row, on the side where the 
horses enter the ring, Prince Aly Khan 
was flanked on one side by Major Cyril 
Hall and on the other by his hosts, Mr, 
and Mrs. Gene Markey. of Calumet Farm. 

Unnoticed near the middle of the center 
section was a graying, bespectacled, little 
man who had not been seen at Keene- 
land before. He fidgeted just enough to 
make it plain that he was there on serious 
business. In the first 90 minutes of the 
auction he did enough business for the 
spectators to pass the word around that he 
was Major Hartmann Pauly and that he 
was spending money for Miss Eleonora R. 
Sears. who, since her entrance on the 
scene at Saratoga. has been the Aga Khan’s 
most eager customer. 

Major Pauly got into the bidding on 
*Majideh. the first high-priced mare of 
the sale. but stepped aside. and Joe Brown 
got her for $40.000. with John W. Gal- 
breath the runner up. 

Next in the ring was *Maijideh’s classic- 
winning daughter *Masaka. only mare in 
the Aga Khan’s consignment not carrying 
a foal. She made one quick heel-shaking 
sashay around the narrow ring. emptying 
the front-row seats. and was led outside. 
at the suggestion of auctioneer George 
Swinebroad and with the consent of Major 
Hall. With the ring empty. the auctioneer 
asked for an increase over the $50.000 
reserve bid. 

Joe Brown raised at once to $60.000. A. 
B. Hancock Jr.. trying for a slower pace. 
put in a $1.000 raise. The 2 bidders went 
up. in jumps of $1.000 to $3.000. until 
Brown offered $86.000. beating the highest 
price ever paid for a broodmare in the U. 
S. Hancock jumped to $90.000 and Brown. 
who had hesitated before. shook his head. 
positively this time. 

Major Pauly now moved in with a bid of 
$91.000. and the contest went on. $1.000 at 
a time. until Hancock offered $97.500. 


The bids kept coming—$98.000. $98,500. 
$99.000. $100.000 (Hancock). $101.000. 
$101,500. $102,000. From there Hancock 
tried a shut-out offer of $105.000. Pauly 
gave up. and John S. Phipps was the 
owner of the highest-priced mare ever sold 
in America. He had made the record he 
broke. Last year. Hancock was bidding for 
Phipps when he paid $85,000 for Lithe. 
Pauly was not finished. He paid the 
next 2 highest prices of the auction, buying 
*Usumbura at $83.000, after a long duel 
with Joe Brown, and getting *Rivaz for 
$63.000. Brown. who bid on most of the 
20 mares in the consignment, got 6 of them. 
Prince Aly left the next day to see the 
International. Major Hall stayed a little

Five 
race horses went for a total of $3.800, 11 
weanlings for $30,100. The remaining 
$751.500 was spent for 58 broodmares. at 
an average rate of $12.957 per head. 

The Aga Khan’s consignment of 20 
broodmares drew breeders from all over 
the country and provoked the most 
spectacular bidding since the dispersal of 
L. B. Mayer’s stock in the boom market 
which followed the war. The 20 mares sold 
for The average. $26,955. was 
perhaps a record of some sort. though 
comparisons with sales of different 
numbers and under different conditions 
would be out of place. 

Seven mares sold to dissolve the part-

nership of Ira Drymon and Joe C. Metz. 
under an agreement that neither of the 
partners would bid. brought $147.200. 
average $21.029. Three of this group sold 
for the same price, $30.000, and another 
reached $28.000. 

Sam E. Wilson Jr.. dispersing his blood- 
stock in a series of auctions sold 14 mares 
for $34,100. average $2.436. and 8 wean- 
lings for $18.800. average $2.350. 

The highest price of the evening was the 
highest ever paid for a broodmare in the 
United States. Arthur B, Hancock Jr.. 
bidding as agent for John S, Phipps, of 
New York. went to $105.000 for the top- 
class. plush-pedigreed *Masaka. which had 
slipped her Tulyar foal at Crown Crest 
Farm shortly before the sales. (The 
previous record of $85.000 was also made 
by an empty mare. the young stakes winner 
Lithe. sold a year ago in Hal Price Head- 
ley’s dispersal to the same buyer.) 

Hancock was forced to the record figure 
by the persistent bidding of Major Hart- 
mann Pauly. a former Hungarian eques- 
trian champion now resident in California. 
bidding for the account of Miss Eleonora 
B. Sears. of Massachusetts and California. 
Major Pauly got the second- and_third- 
highest priced mares for Miss Sears. He 
went to $83.000 for the 9-year-old *Usum- 
bura. half-sister to 4 stakes winners and 
to the dams of Zucchero and *Noor. in foal 
to Nearco. He spent $63.000 for *Nas-

Summaries of last 2 sessions, next week. 
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The Keeneland Yearling Sales: 
A Strong Market Overloaded 


The Breeders’ Sales Company’s _ fall 
sale of yearlings. concluded at Keeneland 
on the evening of Friday. October 29, left 
the definite impression that too many 
yearlings with unsatisfactory credentials 
have been loaded on the back of a strong 
market. The number of horses offered in 
4 days of selling was 621—44 more than 
in 1953 and 69 more than in 1952. One 
failed to get a bid. The average of $2,057 
for the 620 sold represented a significant 
decline of 9.9 per cent from that of 1953. 


The pattern of buying was in strong 
contrast to that of the last 2 years. The 
1953 Keeneland fall sales. like most other 
auctions last year and the year before. 
revealed a market with strong demand 
in the lower ranges. Last week’s buyers, 
conscious. perhaps. of the competition 
ahead and of the difficulty of obtaining 
stall space. tended to ignore what they 
considered the lesser prospects. but bid 
on the more fashionable stock with en- 
thusiasm. almost with abandon. 


Highest price paid at the fall sales last 
year was $11.500. This year 8 yearlings 
reached or surpassed that figure. and the 
top price was the $28.000 paid for a 
*Noor colt in the Ridgewood Company’s 
consignment on Thursday night.  Every- 
where except in the thin top layer the 
market was unmistakably lower than last 
year. In the 1953 sales a bid of $1.200 
or less would have been enough to pur- 
chase 38.1 per cent of the yearlings sold: 
this year the same maximum bid would 
have accounted for 51.3 per cent of the 
offerings. Last year 25.1 per cent sold 
for less than $1,000; this year, 38.4 per 
cent. 


The biggest shift of all was toward the 
extremely low prices. A total of 118 head.

A small part of the decline in the 
general average of the sales was accounted 
for by the fact that fillies represented 
nearly all the increase in numbers over 
last year; only 2 more colts and geldings 
were sold than in 1953. The average for 
fillies, however, held up much _ better, 
dropping only 1.1 per cent from the 1953 
level, as compared with a decline of 13.5 
per cent in the average price for males.

To the “richest race in the world” the owners 
of horses contributed $169,965 in early payments 
and starting fees. Garden State Park put up 
$100,000, a trophy for the winning owner, 
presented by New Jersey's Gov. Robert B. Meyner. 
a wreath of chrysanthemums for the victor, woolen 
blankets bearing the name of each of the 15 
sturters, and the biggest promotion this side of 
the Kentucky Derby. 

The race was run on a cold, cloudy afternoon 
before a crowd of 38,528 persons, who showed an 
amount of confusion in making their 
selections but finally put a plurality of their 
money on Summer Tan, the winner. Summer Tan 
closed at 11 to 5, but in the earlier stages of the 
betting the odds against him were sometimes no 
longer than those against the unbeaten Roman 
Patrol, which had never run in stakes company, or 
the Cain Hoy Stable entry of Flying Fury and Rac- 
ing Fool. Duntreath Farm’s Fleet Path, supposedly 
favored by the sloppy track, was fourth choice. 
Mrs. D. Pershall Belz’s Simmy, supposedly at a 
disadvantage in such going, was $51.60 to $1. 

The second-choice Cain Hoy entry got a 
break, and Flying Fury was crowded back to last 
place in the first half-furlong. Hotel Man and 
Fleet Path bore out, and Racing Fool and 
Money Weather bore in, catching C. V. Whitney’-

SUMMER TAN’S ILLNESS 


Less than 48 hours after his victory in 
the Garden State Stakes Mrs. Russell A. 
Firestone’s Summer Tan became seriously 
ill in his stall at Belmont Park. Veterinar- 
ians said the colt was suffering from an 
embolism (blood clot) in one of the 
arteries supplying the large intestine. 

Trainer Sherrill W. Ward said; “He 
was taken sick at 1:30 p. m. Monday 
(November 1), and was in severe pain 
until about 2 this morning (Tuesday). 
Since 4 this morning he has been resting 
fairly well for the first time. But he’s far 
from out of the woods.” 

Summer Tan was returned to Belmont 
Park immediately after the Garden State.

There he jumped the 
outside rail, scattering the spectators there, gash- 
ing one of his hind legs and suffering other 
injuries. 

Jockey Erie Guerin kept Summer Tan just out. 
side and just behind the pacemaking Golden Land 
for nearly a half-mile. There Summer Tan, on his 
own initiative, according to Guerin’s later report, 
went to the front and quickly drew out to a lead 
which kept getting bigger and bigger and amounted 
to 9 lengths at the finish. 

The non-mudder Simmy. which E. E.  Pershall 
had presented to his daughter Mrs. Belz and her 
3 children before the Hawthorne Juvenile Stakes, 
had been prepared by trainer J. F. Beck—who 
had never handled a stakes horse before—a bit 
better than anyone suspected. Simmy raced behind 
and outside the leaders on the first turn as Jimmy 
Combest held him steady, and after a_ half-mile 
pulled clear of all the others except Summer Tan, 
Around the turn and through the stretch his 
second-place margin was about 3 lengths. In the 
last furlong Flying Fury moved up wtih a strong 
challenge for the $53,993 second money, but 
Simmy held on long enough to pay $32.60 for his 
place backers. 

Besides the huge prizes for the owners of the 
first 4 horses there were nominator’s awards for 
the first 4: $8,098.95, $2.699.60, $2,024.80, and 
$674.90. 

The stewards waited about 10 minutes before 
flashing the official sign on the tote board. They 
inspected the film of the race, but found none of 
the money horses involved in the roughness which 
marked the early part of the race. 

Besides making Summer Tan the leading 2-year- 
old money winner, with a total only $75 short of 
Native Dancer's 1952 record, the result raised 
Simmy’s earnings to $94,673. 

Summer Tan’s victories in the Youthful, United 
States Hotel, Cowdin, and Garden State Stakes, 
plus his impressive seconds behind Nashua in the 
Hopeful and Futurity have presented him as a 
strong rival for Nashua in the voting for year-end 
honors.

Top-weighted according to the scale, Parlo took 
the lead immediately, with Good Call a close 
second. Good Call gave up the battle after 6 fur- 
longs. and Parlo steadily increased her margin, 
winning by 7 lengths. Riverina, closing well, beat 
Spinning Top, for second money. 

Like Chevation, Parlo showed her first indica- 
tion of class at the Delaware Park meeting, where 
she won the Delaware Oaks. She then lost 3 
straight. finishing seventh in the New Castle 
Handicap, second in the Miss Woodford Stakes, 
and ninth in the Monmouth Oaks, before winning 
the Alabama Stakes and the Beldame. 

Parlo began a very successful afternoon for 
*Heliopolis. The Coldstream Stud stallion was 
represented also by Summer Tan, winner of the 
Garden State Stakes, and Gala Fete, which captured 
the Falls City Handicap. Parlo is the second foal 
and second winner of Fairy Palace. The second 
dam is the outstanding producer Star Fairy. 
Pedigree and family particulars were given in THE

Late Speed and Stamina Tests; 
Fine Top’s Prix de la Foret 


Paris, OcToBerR 25 


The Longchamp season came to an end 
on Sunday, October 24, but the main 
French course will be used until mid- 
December for the remainder of the St. 
Cloud program while the stands at St. 
Cloud are being rebuilt. 


The Prix Gladiateur. run at Longchamp 
Thursday, October 21, is the oldest French 
race and the longest flat race in the world, 
at 6.200 meters. about 37, miles. But 
stayers over such distances are no longer 
in favor, and the modest prize money no 
longer attracts champions. Five good 
second-class horses started, and the winner, 
a grandson of Tourbillon, was the 5-year- 
old gelding Ring Etoile (Ringo—Nouvelle 
Etoile. by Nouvel An). whose best previous 
victory was in this year’s Prix de la Tour 
Eiffel, 1% miles. 

The 5-furlong Prix du Petit Couvert, 
an all-aged race run the same day, was a 
match between 2 paternal half-sisters, the 
3-year-old Vamarie (Clarion—Winona. by 
Loaningdale) and the 2-year-old Cassilda 
(Clarion—La Chatoulue. by Biribi). They 
quickly left the other 6 runners behind and 
fought it out right to the post. the victory 
going, by a short head, to Vamarie, which 
had set a Longchamp course record in 
winning the Prix d°Arenberg last year 
and later had won the Prix du Petit Cou- 
vert. Her time this year was 58.14 seconds 
as against 58.32 in her victory in the 1953 
running. 


PRIX DE CONDE. The Prix de Conde. 
114 miles, is a test for staying 2-year-olds. 
Such horses as Ramus. Massine. Bubbles, 
Barneveldt, Verso II. and Prince Chevalier 
have been among its winners. The favorite 
on October 24 was Bryn (Fairey Fulmar— 
Bryn Mawr, by Tourbillon). third in the 
Prix Robert Papin and fourth in the Grand 
Criterium. A heavy shower left the track 
quite muddy, however. and the going 
favored the previously moderate Walhalla 
(Tabriz—Nocturne, by Abendfrieden), 
which took the lead at the top of the 
straight and won by 2% lengths from 
Bryn, with Bewitched third in the field of 
6. Placed 3 times in 5 previous races, 
Walhalla had been a close second in a big 
nursery handicap on the day of the Prix 


de l’Are de Triomphe. 


PRIX DE LA FORET. Immediately 
after the Prix de Conde was the all-aged 
Prix de la Foret, 7 furlongs, last important 
race on the Longchamp calendar, It has 


been won by first-class 2-year-olds such as 
Esmeralda, Goyama, and Tantieme, classic 
3-year-olds such as Caravelle and Guersant, 
and specialists like Vagabond and Mene. 
trier. 


Five horses went to the post. but only 4 
ran. In a false start Vamarie and the 2. 
year-old Tactic (by Relic) unseated their 
riders and ran loose all over the course, 
Tactic was withdrawn. but Vamarie was 
started, and was sacrified as a pacemaker 
for the 2-vear-old Media. R. B. Strass. 
burger’s other runner. which does not like 
heavy going. 

The 2-year-old Soleil Royal (Sky High— 
Statira, by Fantastic) caught Vamarie 400 
yards from the post. then was overtaken 
and beaten 2 lengths by the 5-vear-old Fine 
Top (Fine Art—Toupie. by Vatellor), 
which had set a new course record of 
1:21.52 in winning last year’s renewal of 
the race. Media. an Owen Tudor filly 
which had won the Prix des Foals at 
Deauville. was 8 lengths back in third 
place, and Vamarie was last. 

Fine Top. whose racing carer is now 
ended. is the third horse to win the Prix 
de la Foret twice. The first was Azur in 
1883-84 and the second was the Grand 
Criterium, Poule d°Essai, and Prix de 
Diane winner Caravelle in 1943-44, Fine 
Top won 16 races and was unplaced only 
4 times in 36 starts. He won the Prix de 
Guiche and Prix Eugene Adam at 3. His 
sire. Fine Art (Artist’s Proof—Finnoise, 
by Finglas) ran 4 times in the Prix de la 
Foret and was 3 times second. His dam, 
Toupie (Vatellor—Tarantella. by *Blen- 
heim IT). ran only at 3, and was unplaced 
in all her 8 starts except that she was 
third in a 3-horse race. Fine Top is her 
first foal. 


ITALY. The Premio Duca d'Aosta. 21% 
miles, a leading test of stamina in Italy, 
brought together the best 2 Italian distance 
runners, Oise and Belfagor, and the 4 
year-old French stayer Enfin. Belfagor 
(Hasan—Beatrice, by Cavaliere d’Arpino) 
had won the 1952 Italian St. Leger, beat- 
ing Oise (Verso II—Fior d’Orchidea, by 
Apelle), dual winner of the Copa d’Oro 
in 1953 and 1954. Enfin (Elseneur— 
Ultima Ratio, by Black Devil) had won a 
seller at 2, and 2 of his 3 starts at 3. This 
year he had won 3 races, including the 
214-mile Prix Jouvence, at Longchamp. 

Oise’s stablemate Arborio cut out 4 
good pace, with Oise and Belfagor next 
and Enfin waiting in the rear. The French

Charles L. Sabatini, founder of the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Veterinary Clinic, 
was host to more than 100 owners and 
trainers in the Colonial Room at Garden 
State Park.

The occasion was to explain in detail the 
activities and ambitions of the clinic at 
Chasmar Farm, Spring Lake, N. J. He 
also illustrated the use of deep X-ray. 

The principal speaker was Dr. L. E. 
Johnson, associate professor of veterinary 
surgery at Ohio State University, who has 
done extensive research along these lines. 

After a short welcoming address by 
Walter H. Donovan, general manager of 
Garden State Park, Arthur E. James. field 
secretary of the Thoroughbred Horse 
Breeders’ Association of New Jersey, who 
acted as moderator, introduced Dr. R. D. 
Coneley. chief-of-staff at the Clinic; Dr. 
William Miller. official track veterinarian, 
and Dr. David Crisman. professor of vet- 
erinary medicine at the University of 
Pennsylvania and a director of Dalare 
Laboratories. which carries on  bacterio- 
logical and chemical research. 

A film made at Chasmar was shown, 
as well as one on the application of the 
electric X-ray therapy unit to a Thorough- 
bred patient. One of four clinics in the 
entire country. Chasmar boasts a General 
Electric machine of a quarter-million-volt 
capacity. The clinic is equipped with a 
complete stock of hospital instruments and 
pharmaceuticals.
